We have applied explosives to tiie 
trains, foagbt troops ou the highways, 
taken towns and onr arms have been 
victorious everywhere. 

"During the same month 23 persons, 
f ally armed, who belonged to the Span- 
ish army, have joined onr forces. 
OMmting nmong the reenlars, gnerillas, 
volnntoers and 11 dvtl&ns, therefore. I 
am in position to assure yon that onr 
forces are more tlian ever flonrishing 
and vigoroas. 

"I was in Matanzas roceiitlv and 
while there I witnessed a scene that re- 
minded me of the stories of the treat- 
ment of slaves in Africa. I saw a Span- 
ish inspector of police lash until they 
bled, feeble, tottering recouceiitrados iii 
order to force them to do government 
work. 

•'Matanzas is full of starviiiL' r r ii- 
ccntradO!<. Every night si.m. if t!,,.|ii 
die on the steps of the tlu at' i •! -i the 
portals of the church, an 1 for 
private donations tluy are ,i i.t ly 
helpless. On .Tuly 14 a ship arrived 
with a cartro of tilen to be used fnr ^oIne 
government parpo-e. To unload tliesi' 
tiles tiio i)olict) pr. ssed into service a 
great number of reeoneentrados. They 
were too wi'ak t<> vvork, too weak even 
to drag themselves down to tlie harbor. 
Some started to work, but hail not 
strength enough to carry the tiles. 
Then it was that I saw tlie police m- 
sju ctor ajipear witli a heavy whi]) and 
iiiercib'ssly bi at women and old men 
for their iiialiilify to work. '

nessed the blowing up of a train with a 
body of soldiers while crossing abridge. 
This explosion was merely an experi- 
ment.

A Compniiv'* Report OB Hk9 
Condition of ButlneM. 
^Kw York, July 81.— R. O, Dun A 
Company's weekly review of trade says : 
Dispatches from almost every northern 
city of importance report without o.x- 
ception improvement in busiues.s, and 
from Detroit to Seattle and Portland 
spb ndid crop prospects. The task of 
adjusting the business and indutries of 
the country to conditions created by a 
new law has progressed with gratify- 
ing rapidity and ease. Even the in- 
creasing strength of striking coal min- 
ers probably forwards the adoption of 
the uniformity plan, which promises to 
remove most, of the causes of such 
struggles. Some conftision is censed 
b7 evente seemingly contradictory ; by 
closing of larxe cotton mills when 
many other works are starting, and by 
decline in some prices when others are 
advancing, but the balance U nnmie- 
takably on the right side. 

The most important event since the 
passage of the new tariff, which was 
generally anticinated a week a^o, has 
been the markea increase in foreign de- 
mand and advance in price for whe.'^t ; 
the latter has risen 4 3-4 cents during 
the week vrith western receipts for the 
first time exceeding last year's and 
western railroads besieged for cars, and 
with Atlantic eiports of 1,718.738 bush- 
els, tiojr included, tor the week and 
<i.:!.'>l, bushels in four weeks, against 
(i,t)17,8(l."» last year. With heavy con- 
tracts for shipment, exceeding 1,200,000 
bushels in a single day, Liverpool re- 
ports of a shipment from America to 
northern Koheniia, and with French 
markets excited, speculativM sal"s liero 
have little intluenoe. Tlie fact that 
corn exports exceed List year's, although 
the price has advanced to :!v!.HT cents, is 
further proof that foreijrn demands are 
substa.'itial. With crop news still fa- 
vorable producers may probably reali.ai 
somi thing like .$SU, 000,000 more tli ui 
last year on wheat, which im aiid a 
great ditl'erences in purchases by a^rri- 
eultural states. I'orn also mivanced 
cent-i. and cotton a sixferiith, 
thor.ch reimrts as to yi 'ld are (.'ood. 

Th ■ iiidu<tri,il sky ;s partly ovit- 
cloiided by coal and in n oitficulties and 
by the closing of some large i otton 
mills. Having run for months far 
ah'-ad of coii.-uiiiing demand on cotton 
tiiniglit at cii7ir|iaratively high prices, 
the mills Sec aliead a lartre crop and 
cheap cotton, and it is but the rational 
way to halt production, clear olf ac- 
cuinulated stocks at the stasou when 
vacations are common and begin the 
new year on its own basis. 

'ill.' woolen manufacture answers 
wboie-oniely and moder.itely to new 
tantr oonditiuns and while opening of 
licht weights below about .$1, in cost 
has met a very encouraging demand, 
the advance in prices asked is not large. 
With very heavy stocks of free wool on 
hand, manufacturers are able, and, ii 
the presence of large stocks of foreign 
goods are obhged to engage for the next 
season without advancing prices in 
proportion to the rise in wool and large 
contracts of that nature have already 
been made. Selling of wool at Postou. 
where the speculation has been most 
active is suggestive, amounting to 8,- 
K4s.eOO pounds for the week and at th" 
three chief markets to ll,itH4,.".oo. Sales 
for four weeks have been -in,10!),:.'(io 
pounds, 22,588,600 being domestic 
against 7,211,8ftO in all, last year. 

Delay in the iron industry is jiartly 
because wages have not been settled at 
all works, though at many, and partly 
because steadily rising demand does not 
yet raise prices. In some products 
prices are a shade lower, uotwithstand- 
iug a larger demand, owing to conipeti- 
tiou between works, but Bessemer is a 
shade higher. In structural work, 
plates, sheets and bars for the enormous 
operations of agricultural implement 
workB the demand increases, and for 
rolling stock, owing to the abundance 
of crops. , . ,

PENSION RULES ' C HANGED. 
The Objeet Boint to Prevent the Defeat 
or Clalma hjr Mere Teehnicalittes. 

WA«mTNOTOS, July' 81.— A thorough 

rcvi-.on of the niles governing the ad- 
judication of pension claims under the 
second se. tion of the act of June '.'7. 
1800, has b«>eu made by Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Interior Webster Davis, and 
sweeping modifications in the present 
practices are the result. 

The changes are embodied in instruc- 
tions to the commissiotter of pensions, 
in which it is stated that represeuta- 
tioBB were made that the present ruie^ 
render the adAiiuistration of the law 
difflcnlt and embarrassing. The new 
code, it is said, will furnish a sate, 
speedy and uniform system of adjudi- 
cating this large class of coses. Assist- 
ont Secretary Davis holds that the vAy 
nature of pension cose.^ forbids the ap- 
phcation of the strictne.->s and tiK-hni- 
ciUity of court prcKeetliiigs and that it 
was not congress' intention to hcige 
the administration of these laws with 
the dilttculties and pitfalls of any sy>- 
tem of special pleading whose techni- 
calities and refinements may tend to a 
practical defeat of the government's 
b 'nevoieiit iiurpo^cs. 

The iiKxlificatioiis are made in six 
rules, and forMier rules and decisions in 
conflic t with them are set aside. The 
most iinport.int i hange is made in the 
following rule : 1. Kvery api)licatioii for 
peiisim under the second sei tion of tin- 
act of J'.ine 'JT. !s; 0, should state that 
the same is made under said ai r, '1-e 
dates of enlistment and discharge, tli - 
name or nature of the dise.ises, wounds, 
or iniiiries by which the claimant is dis- 
abled, atid tiiat they are nor due to vic- 
ious h.itilt<, provided, however, that the 
otni-Aioii of any of these avenuent- 
sl'.all not invaliilate tlie application itli ■ 
intent to claim jieiision being m;inife-.t 
and the declaration bein;r exi c-.ited in 
aci orduu ■.' with lawi. but s-.ich a;i;i'; a- 
tion shall be subject to ainenilment by 
means of n supplemental albd.ivit. in 
the pai tii'ulars wle rei;! it is def( ctue. 
said t^up;>leniental allidavit orallidavit- 
to be ri iid in connection with and a- a 
]>,art of the ai)olication its-'lf ; and, I r '- 
vided further that a declaratii n in the 
terms of tlit act shall be sutticient.

Rul(> l nial^i N «>sential 
moditicatious and is as follows : 

Should a wound, injury or disea'^ • 
not s))ecined m the original or amenda- 
tory declaration, but discovered on 
medical examination, be shown to have 
existed .It the time win n flu; origiiiiil 
oeidaration was riled and it is found not 
to be due to vicious habits, it shall be 
taken into account, the same as if form- 
ally speeitied in the original application, 
in c-tiinating the degree of the perma- 
nent mental or physical disability to 
which it contributes. 

Should It be found, however, not to 
h.ave existed at the time when the orig- 
inal apiilication was rileil but from a 
sub>ie(iuest date prior to medical exam- 
ination the degree of tlie disability of 
tile ajijillcant bein>,' below the maxi- 
mum rating, may be increased accord- 
ingly from the date when such wound 
or injury was incured or disease con- 
tracted, provided the degree of disabil- 
ity from all contributonr causes is 
thereby enchanced to a suflloient extent 
to justify a higher rating. 

.'-Should it be found impossible to fix 
the exact date when such wound or in- 
jury was received or disease contract- 
ed, the higher rating shall com.nence 
from the date of the certificate of med- 
ical examination showing its existence.

At the re<iueBt of State Treasurer Long, 
Attorney .General faylor has rendered 
an opinion, in which he holds that the 
act of the Leiri-siature of Novemher, IS'Ji, 
entitled "The Franchise Law," shoald 
apply to all railroads and insurance com- 
panies doing business in the State. 

The law provides for a Board of Valua- 
tion, whose duty it shall be to have all 
railroads file a report and show the valae 
of their bonds and stock, from which a 
franchise value is to be fixed. The 
Bsard of Valuation has assessed stifeet 
car compiiiiics, >ras companies, etc., and 
has not assessed the railrufd companies. 
This has )>een the case for the yeara 1894, 
is'.t.), l.y.Mi and 1S!I7. 

If the opinion of the Attorney General 
hol^js good it will result in the gaiu of 
over a million dollars yearly to the State. 
It is held that the L. and N., which is 
capitalized at $55,000,000, will have to 
pay a yearlv tax of $1,000,000. The Illi- 
nois Central, the 0., N. O. and T., the 
Southern and a large onoaber of othan 
will also pay up. 

Every railroad man in Louisville who 
was asked in re;.'aril to the case said that 
the roads would hand together and fight 
such a case through the Supreme 
Court. 

The specific law as K'ven in Section 
4077, is as follows: 

Every railroad loini.iuiy or r-orporall6n i>er 
formiiiK auy public service, slmll, in addltlou to 
the other taxes liupoxed oti It by law, anuually 
piy a tax on its franchise to the Suite, and a 
local tax tbereon to the county, incorporated 
city, town and Uxing district, where its fran- 
chise may exist. 

In a talk with a Louisville lawyer, 
who has been interested in a number of 
the fraucliise tax suits, be said to the 
Post of that city: 

"While I am opposed to the iianchi.^e 
tax, I can but seel the justice of taxing 
all property as nearly alike as possible, 
and can see no reason why the city rail- 
roads should be made lo pay and the 
Steam railroads allowed to escape. The 
enforcement of this law means a great 
deal to the State. It needs the money, 
and if this tax is a just one, it may aid in 
replenishing Long's strong box."
